ſatisfied. 


2 Wee finde twice in the ſaid Declarati- 
nA paſlege cited out -of- the- Declarati- 
on of both Kingdomes, 1643, wiz. Thar 
the not takers of the Covenant are declared to be 
publick enemies to Religion and Country, and 
to be puniſhed as profeſſed adverſaxics and Ma- 
lignancs: But while this paſſage is preſſed and 
urged upon the Parliarwent of England againſt 
the SeRaries, wee cannot ſee that it is applied 
, againſt” ſuch Malignants, as have. not to this day 
taken the Covenang.Shall we require of them the 
obſerving.ot ſuch a rule, and not yet walk by that 
'rule our ſelves. 


3 As the three bretches of Treaties inſiſted 
upon in the ſaid Declaration are diſputable, and 
not without controverſie, ſo the three demands 
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3 
'dome- ant] ſafery in-ſuch a way as may not 
-he inconſiſtent with. the lafcty and ſecurity of 
Religion, Yer the demand of his Majcſties com- 
ming with Honour Freedom and Safery to ſome 
of his houſes in or near London, before ſecurity 
had from him, yea before applications to be made 
to him by his Parliaments tor ſettling Religion 
according to the Covenant, wee conceive to be 
not only a poſtponing of Chriſts intereſt co the 
Kings, but an apparent hazzard of the ſubver- 
tion of all the Ends of the Covenant , conſider- 
ing, that the Army being disbanded (as is alfo 
demanded) and his Majeſty under no reſtraint, 
bur reſtored with Honour, . Freedom and Safe- 
ty, may gather. new ſtrength with the help of the 
Popiſh Prelaticall and Malignant party for hin- 
dring the ſerling of Religion and Peace according 
to the Covenant ; which wee have the more rea- 
ſon to fear and apprehend, his Majeſty ſtill retain- 
ing his old principles, and having not long ſince 
profeſſed and declared, that hee is obliged in 
conſcience to improve that power which God 
ſhall put in hands for the eſtabliſhing of E- 


piſcopacy. 


4. Thereare in the ſaid Declaration divers par- 
ticulars highly concerning Religion, determined 
and reſolved upon ; without the advice and con- 
ſent ofthe Generall Aſſembly or rheir Commiſſi- 
oners; which is & great prejudice to the juſt in- 
tereſt and liberties of che Kirk, 
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5 We doe not finde in the ſaid Declaration all 

: Jawfull and poſſible wayes of Peace, and namely 
by Treaties (as betore; in 1639, 4nd 1640.) eA- | 
deavoured or ſought after, before an ingagememt 
in warre ; which method wee conceive to be ne- 
ceſlary as well by common and nuwurall equity, as 
by the Word of God, and eſpecially betweeh 
two Kingdoms united by Solemn Covenant. 


6 The Declaration holds forth no-reſolution 
of Parliament for oppoſing and ſuppreſſing of the 
Popith, Prelaticall or Malignant parry it they riſe 
again in ares, but only A. aſlocigting or 
joyning forces with them,and not ſo much as that, 
except with limitations in caſe they be refuſers to 
ſwear and ſubſcribe rhe Covenant; and in- caſe 
they riſe in armss to oppoſe or obſtruRt all, ora- 
ny one of the ends of the Covenant. Whereas 
i way be eaſily foreſeen, that if the Popiſh, Pre- 
Iaticall or Malignant party riſe again in armes 'in 
England, they cannot only conceale their intenti- 
ons againſt the ends of the Covenant, but alſo be 
eaſily exempred- from being reckoned refuſers of 
the Covenant, the Covenant not being now ity - 
peg upon them z and being once ſuffered to riſe
